35 Killed in Nepal 
In March on Palace

KATMANDU, Nepal — The 
police and soldiers shot and killed 
at least 35 people Friday as a crowd 
estimated at 200,000 marched here 
to demand multiparty democracy. 

Waving the flags of Nepal's 
banned opposition parties, demon- 
strators massed before the palace 
of King Birendra, threw stones at ἃ 
statue of the monarch’s father and 
chanted slogans like “Birendra the 
thief, leave the country.”

Several of witmesses, including 
Western residents of Katmandu, 
said that in areas away from the 
hospital, soldiers and police shot 
demonstrators and then removed 
dead and wounded from the scene 
in government vehicles, presum- 
ably to take them to police and 
army hospitals, as has happened in 
the past. 

King Birendra was reported to 
be in his palace in Katmandu on 
Friday night, but senior govern- 
ment officials were not available to 
speak about the day's events. Gov- 
ermmeat-controlled media also had 
little to say about the demonstra- 
tions and did not report casualty 
figures. 

The demonstrations in the capi- 
tal began peacefully Friday mom- 
ing as tens of thousands of resi- 
dents formed flag-waving 
processions and gathered at a large 
park in the center of the city. Police 
initially showed restraint and some 
shook hands and embraced the 
protesters. according to witnesses.

Libya Used Paint to Fake Fire, U.S.

WASHINGTON — US. reconnaissance 
satellite photos of a Libyan chemical plant 
reportedly damuged by a major fire in March 
show that burn marks were painted onto the 
buildings, intelligence officials said Friday. 
“It clearly was an attempt at deception.” a 
senior U.S. intelligence official said of the 
paint job. “Ir's not particularly well done.” 


Another official cailed the discovery “ex- 
cellent evidence” that the fire was a hoax 
perpetrated by the Libyan leader. Colonel 
Moammar Gadhafi. 

U.S. intelligence officials appear confi- 
dent, however, that the heavily guarded Liby- 
an plant, which Washington has said is being 
used to make chemical ssapons, is not about 
to resume operations.

Bush, Mr. Shevardnadze said: “We 
have to look for a solution, a solu- 
tiun that would be acceptable both 
to the NATO counties and to the 
Warsaw Treaty countries. I cannot 
make any specific suggestion now, 
1 have some ideas, of course. but 
those ideas are being worked out. 
are being shaped now. 

“And I think it is possible that 
we will be able to find a mutually 
acceptable way. a wav that 
make sure that a united Germany is 
a factor for stability in Europe and 
that it never threatens anyone. I 
think that such a solution can be 
found.” 

The Soviet position also appears 


to be evolving with regard to the 
Middle East. Mr. Shevardnadze 
confirmed that Moscow would be 
prepared to consider restoring dip- 
lomatic relations with Israel and 
would allow direct flights of Soviet 
Jews to Tel Aviv, if Israel would 
guarantee that Soviet immigrants 
would aot be settled in uccupied 
territories — including East Jerusa- 
lem. 

“As for direct flights.” said Mr. 
Shevardnadze, “there is no obstacle 
here of any kind, because financial- 
ly it’s something that is profitable 


will for us and for the Israelis. But, 


there is this one problem, one issue, 
and that is the settlements in the 
occupied territories.

The February 
figure was the lowest since 1.63 tons 
imported in July 1989.
